MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 27 
(AP)— With his automobile 
driver's license suspended, Wil- 
liam G. Hopp is commuting by 
plane to the Minneapolis work- 
house to serve a 30-day sen- 
tence under the Huber Law, 
which permits daytime free- 
dom.

Unlike some Democrats who 
have described Mr. Eisenhow- 
er's budget as indequate and 
unrealistic, Douglas said he 
was willing to go aiong with 
the proposed 77 billion dollar 
spending ceiling. He disagreed 
with the budget on where the 
money should be spent 

He said money will have to 


be found also for urban re- 
newal, public housing, aid to 
depressed areas and_ school 
construction. He said reduc- 


tions could be made in other 
activities to stay within the 77 
billion dollar limit, but did not 
sav what cuts he would make. 

Douglas said the economic 
committee will direct its efforts 
toward providing jobs _ for 
4,000,000 unemployed’ while 
holding the line against infla- 
tion, 


Sit. Louis on List. 


Both St. Louis and Kansas 
City were included by the De- 
partment of Labor last Novem- 
ber in its most recent study 
as areas of “substantial labor 
surplus,” meaning that 6 to 
9 per cent’ of the labor force 
in both cities was unemployed. 

In addition, three smaller 
areas in Missouri and nine in 
Illinois, most of them in the 
southern part of the state, were 
‘listed as having at least 6 per 
cent of their labor forces out 
of work. 

A spokesman for Senator 
Douglas said that at least four 
of the Illinois areas on the list 
~— Harrisburg, Litchfield, Mount 
Vernon and Herrin-Murphys- 
boro-West Frankfort—would be 
eligible for aid under the pro- 
posed bill. They would qualify 
under a requirement that any 
community be classified as an 
industrial redevelopment area 
eligible for assistance if not 
less than 6 per cent of the 
labor force there was unem- 
ployed for at. least 18 months 
during the two years immedi- 
ately preceding its classifica- 
tion as a redevelopment area. 

A spokesman for the. Depart- 
ment of Labor said that it was 
not believed that any of the 
Missouri areas listed as having 
more than 6 per cent unem- 
ployment would qualify at the 
present time under the manda- 
tory provisions of the new bill 
for designation as areas in need 
of aid. 

He said both St. Louis and 
Kansas City have been listed 
as a labor surplus area since 
Januery 1958.

Also discussed at today’s two 
and one-half hour session was 
a speech by Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, the Senate Democra- 
tic leader, in which Johnson 
hit at what he termed threats 
that Mr. Eisenhower would use 
his veto power more extensive- 
ly this year. 

Senator Everett Dirksen of 
Illinois, the Senate Republican 


leader, accused Johnson of 
rather excessive sensitivity 
He added that never during 


his six years in office has Mr. 
Eisenhower threatened to veto 
any bill. 

Dirksen said Johnson had in 
effect accused Mr. Eisenhower 
of “blackjacking a Democratic 
Congress.”

SPLIT IN STRIKES 
OKD BY CAB.

WASHINGTON, Jam. 27 (AP) 
—The plan of six major air- 
lines to share profits during 
labor strikes won government 
approval yesterday. 

The Civil Aeronautics board 
voted 4 to 1 to approve the 
pact as not being adverse to 
the public interest. It said it 
will issue a formal opinion 
later attaching certain condi- 
tions to the plan. 

The airlines devised the plan 
last October during a rash of 
strikes. The six companies in- 
clude American, Capital, East- 
ern, Pan American, Trans 
World and United. 

They already have exchanged 
more than 4,000,000 under the 
pact. It provides that when one 
of the six is struck, the others 
will turn over any net profits 
earned as a result of extra bus- 
iness accruing from the walk- 
out. 

The airline labor unions bit- 
terly protested the plan at a 
CAB hearing. They said it 
tended to violate the Railway 
Labor Act, which also applies 
to airlines, and maintained it 
would compel the unions to get 
together on industry-wide 
strikes, 

The airlines argued that the 
plan would help struck airlines 
withstand strikes, much as un- 
ions help each other during 
walkouts. 

The CAB’s brief announce- 
ment said the pact is not 
against public interest and 
should be. approved. 

It said its formal decision 
later will spell out conditions 
that the airlines must still ad- 
here te their obligations under 
the Railway Labor Act, must 
route passengers from a struck 
airline to all alternative air 
carriers, and must report all 
pact operations to the CAB. 

Voting to approve the pact 
were Chairman James R. Dur- 
fee, Vice Chairman Chan Gur- 
ney and members Harmar D. 
Denny and Louis J. Hector. 
The tone dissent was by mem- 
ber G. Joseph Minetti.

Goodby Bridge 

The City of Madison's $3,150,000 Chain of 
Rocks toll bridge seems to be headed for the 
junk yard. When the Missouri and [illinois 
highway departments complete the free span 
they plan for that area, Madison may find 
it cheaper to tear down the structure for its 
salvage value than to maintain it. 

Madison has lived quite well from the 
bridge since picking it up in 1939 for $2,- 
300,000, every nickel of which was borrowed 
on the strength of the municipality's power to 
issue revenue bonds. Another $850,000 was 
borrowed in 1951. The span, opened in 1929, 
had been built by private promoters. They 
ran into trouble in 1932 when traffic was not 
heavy enough to meet fixed charges. The 
bridge company was reorganized, $1,000,000 
in capitalization being wiped out in the proc- 
ess. Seven years later the reorganized firm 
sold out to Madison at a profit. 

Except for the World War II years when 
gasoline rationing cut sharply into the 
through traffic that produces upwards of 70 
per cent of the bridge’s income, municipal 
services in Madison have been subsidized to 
a large extent by bridge revenues. In the 
fiscal year ended last April. for example, 
$100,000 of Madison's $352,697 city budget 
came from tolls. Without this revenue Madi- 
son would be faced with the choice of cutting 
municipal expenditures by a third or so, or 
raising its tax rate by more than $1 on the 
$100. 

Eventually that choice will have to be faced. 
The bridge will be free of debt in 1963. After 
that date, only nominal tolls ‘for maintenance 
and improvements) can be charged under II- 
linois law. The same law would prohibit 
Madison from retaining present tolls in order 
to finance a second bridge, and that is all to 
the good. 

The bridge's doom grows in large measure 
from its built-in physical inadequacies. Its 
narrow 20-foot lane and a sharp turn on the 
road deck bring it far below federal specifica- 
tions for the interstate road system, of which 
the proposed new bridge nearby will be a part. 
No date has been set for start of construction 
of the new bridge which will attract Bypass 
40 and Bypass 66 traffic from the Chain of 
Rocks structure. 

Last vear 2.543.635 vehicles used the bridge; 
they paid $650,000 for the privilege. Of that 
sum, $225,000, including $63.000 in toll-tak- 
ers’ salaries. went to maintenance and oper- 
ating accounts. If the bridge lost 70 per cent 
of its business to the proposed new span, 
total income would amount to only $195,000— 
less than the cost of maintenance. 


There is a lesson in all this for the City of 
East St. Louis, which is pocketing upwards of 
$200,000 annually after expenses on its $15.- 
000,000 Veterans Memorial bridge. The Mis- 
souri and Illinois highway departments plan 
another free bridge in the vicinity of Poplar 
street. Overhead on the Veterans bridge— 
debt retirement, maintenance, interest and the 
like—runs to $1.287.000 a year. The compe- 
tition of a free bridge at Poplar street might 
force the Veterans bridge into receivership. 

Neither the St. Louis-owned MacArthur 
bridge nor the Terminal Railroad’s Eads 
bridge is carrying any debt; they might be 
able to continue as solvent operations even 
in the face of a free bridge nearby. Both, of 
course, ought to be freed of tolls as soon as 
possible; and the City of St. Louis might as 
well set an example by freeing MacArthur 
first. 

Would not East St. Louis serve both its 
own interests and those of the area as a 
whole by transferring title to the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency?  Bi-State first will need 
adequate powers from the Missouri Legisla- 
ture to “buy” bridges. If Bi-State also could 
acquire Eads bridge, it is possible that both 
structures could pay for themselves by the 
time the highway departments might be 
opening up a Poplar street free bridge. 

This area is going to have free bridges one 
day. The decisions of the Missouri and Illi- 
nois highway departments on the Poplar 
street and Chain of Rocks spans assure that. 
Operators of the downtown toll bridges—St. 
Louis, East St. Louis and the Terminal—will 
do well to ponder the indicated fate of Madi- 
son's Chain of Rocks structure. 


New Food Stamp Campaign 


With emplovment lagging behind the gen- 
eral pace of the economy and with real dis- 
tress in areas of technological change—such 
as the West Virginia mine fields—it.is to be 
hoped that the new Congress will enact the 
food stamp plan advocated year after year by 
Representative Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis. 

The campaign for this practical method of 
distributing surplus food to the needy has 
been bolstered this year with the introduction 
of a food-stamp bill by Senator Thomas Hen- 
nings Jr. of Missouri. Mrs. Sullivan had pre- 
viously offered a bill in the House. 


The proposed stamps, good for various 
foods specified by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, would be distrjbuted through suitable 
welfare agencies. This certainly is preferable 
to the present cumbersome method by which 
some surplus commodities are given out. 


The cost would be slightly higher. Yet the 
big cost, the cost of the food itself, already is 
borne by the taxpayers. The stamp plan 
would turn this expense to real advantage 
by relieving serious privation in the midst of 
our paradoxical affluence. 


Too Rigid 

Some voters undoubtedly will cheer Rep- 
resentative Thomas A. Walsh’s bill prohibit- 
ing the resubmission of bond issues to elec- 
tion within a year after being defeated. No- 
body enjoys paying higher taxes, and it is 
irritating to opponents to see defeated pro- 
posals resubmitted time after time. 

On balance, we think the measure repre- 
sents poor public policy. No matter how 
many times a proposal is resubmitted, oppo- 
nents are always free to go to the polls and 
say No. Sometimes a meritorious proposal 
such as the 1951 St. Louis school bond issue 
loses by only a few votes because of public 
misunderstanding. In that case, many voters 
did not know how to cast a proper ballot for 
the proposal. It would have been unreason- 
able to prevent another election, for essential 
public improvements to the schools would 
have had to be postponed. 

There have been other cases of this type 
over the years. The second election permits 
the people to change their minds. The Walsh 
bill would take away that privilege for a year. 

Elections can be called only by elected of- 
ficials. If they abuse a power necessary to 


the proper conduct of their duties, the proper 
remedy is not to trim the power but to vote 
them out of office at the first opportunity. 
Let us hope that the full House examines 
the measure with more care than did the 
Elections Committee, which has recommend- 
ed its approval. The bill deserves defeat. 


The Pope Calls a Council 


Coming shortly after the enlargement of 
the College of Cardinals, the announcement 
by John XXIII that he will call an ecumenical 
council indicates that he means to be more 
than the quiet, “pastoral” pope he generally 
was expected to be. The importance of such a 
universal gathering is obvious since only 20 
were convened in 2000 years. Furthermore, 
seven of those councils met between 1123 and 
1311. Only one, the Vatican Council of 1869- 
70, was held since the conclusion of the Coun- 
cil of Trent in 1563. 

To make these assemblages truly universal, 
Christians outside the Roman church have 
been invited, even if the invitations have not 
always been accepted. Today full participa- 
tion by the Eastern Orthodox and the various 
Protestant churches seems unlikely, but some 
of them may send unofficial observers as the 
Catholics did to the Protestant, ecumenical 
conference in Evanston a few years ago. 

It may be some time before the agenda for 
the council is ready, but the Pope already has 
said its chief goal will be the unification of 
the Christians of the world. There probably 
was more hope for this before the Vatican 
Council proclaimed the dogma of papal infal- 
libility. While the authority of the Papacy 
was broadly acknowledged by the Council of 
Trent, the proclamation of 1870 deprived the 
councils of much of the authority once 
claimed for them, and it left reconciliation 
with Rome as virtually the only means to the 
unity of all Christians. 

The earlier councils, notably Nicea in 325, 
formulated statements of doctrine still ac- 
cepted by most Christian denominations. But 
the Council of Trent, reluctantly assembled 
under pressure from Charles V of Spain, 
drew a sharp line between Catholic and Prot- 
estant. Charles insisted on the presence of 
the new Protestants and hoped the council 
would pacify disputes and reform abuses. In- 
stead, Trent defined Roman orthodoxy, con- 
demned Martin Luther, and launched the 
Counter-Reformation. 

Pius IX called the Council of 1869-70 only 
after preliminaries which reassured the Papal 
party. Even so, the Vatican was surprised 
when 150 of the 601 assembled prelates ar- 
gued against infallibility. Among these was 
Archbishop Kendrick of St. Louis. In the 
end all but a handful accepted the decision. 

It is to be doubted that John XXIII intends 
to precipitate another of these “pitched bat- 
tles of church history.” The Roman church 
seems so unified on matters of doctrine—al- 
though its members may differ widely on mat- 
ters political, economic and social—that there 
is little ground for another great clash. 
Since it seems equally improbable that this 
unification is acceptable to very many non- 
Roman Christians, the Pope may have in mind 
a better understanding and closer co-opera- 
tion in those areas in which there is agree- 
ment: and that, of course. would be welcomed 
by all. 


Frost on the Mat 


Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery, not 
usually one to be dashed, is somewhat dashed 
by President Eisenhower's silent treatment. 
He sent his old comrade-in-arms a copy of his 
war memoirs, in which he criticized the Amer- 
ican General, and he sent a Christmas card— 
but no reply. Montgomery of Alamein is be- 
ginning to suspect that he is persona non 
grata at the White House. 

If so, the Field Marshal may console himself 
with the thought that he is of a small but 
select and growing company. First there was 
Harry S. Truman. Then there was Adlai E. 
Stevenson. So the Viscount, with all due re- 
spect to seniority, cannot expect to be elected 
President or Vice President of this gay little 
group. But there is a spot open as non-corre- 
sponding secretary. 


Stil Not Explained 

Gov. Blair has deepened the mystery by 
his attempt to explain to Representative Clar- 
ence Cannon why a state contract for electric 
power at Fulton was not awarded to the low 
bidder. The Governor is quoted as saying the 
Callaway Electric Co-operative, which was 
low bidder, was ruled out because its bid did 
not cover the whole project at State Hospital 
No. 1. . 

What makes this explanation remarkable is 
the fact that the Callaway co-operative reports 
it was misinformed about the scope of the de- 
mand and could have offered an even lower 
bid if it had been able to obtain full infor- 
mation. 

It is further remarkable because the reason 
given by the Governor is entirely different 
from the reason given by his director of pub- 
lic health and welfare, C. Rouss Gallop. Mr. 
Gallop had said the Callaway co-operative was 
ruled out because it was felt to have insuffi- 
cient auxiliary power. 

Plainly there are too many reasons here and 
too many contradictions. Why was the low 
bidder turned down? Why was the Missouri 
Power & Light Co., which seems to have been 
the only applicant with full access to the 
state’s information from the outset, favored 
with the contract? Was information with- 
held from the Fulton municipal system and 
the Callaway co-operative? If not, with what 
representatives of both—by name—did state 
representatives talk? 

Missourians have a right to know how their 
state contracts are being awarded, and there 
is a lot they do not know yet about this one. 


Thanks to Courage 


It is already quite apparent that the coura- 
geous fight of the Aiken-Cooper-Kuchel-Case- 
Javits group for the Republican leadership in 
the Senate is having its béneficial results. 

The Bridges-Dirksen-Saltonstall wing has 
agreed to hold regular party caucuses to dis- 
cuss legislation, a concession which will en- 
able the progressives to present their views 
on bills they believe the Republican party 
should sponsor. The conservative leadership 
wing has also agreed to include ranking mem- 
bers of committees on White House visits.

The fossil fuels have a vital role 
to play in our economy, We can an- 
ticipate that nuclear power never 
will be used for small appliances or

Nuclear energy’s future is bright be- 
cause of the abundant supply and low 
cost of energy derived from uranium 
ores. 

We must not forget that one pound 
of U-235 equals 1500 tons of coal in 
the production of energy, and even 
if we utilize only a fraction of the 
energy in the pound of uranium, we 
have effected an enormous saving in 
transportation. This is basically the 
reason for the success of the subma- 
rine program—a program which re- 
sulted in the spectacular journey of 
the Nautilus under the Arctic ice.

Between Book Ends An English Chiller, Texas 


TETHER'S END, by Margery Alling- 
' ham. (Doubleday, 215 pgs., $3.50.) 


There are certain basic ingre- 
dients, that when combined make 
for a typical English thriller. A 
London fog, dense, but not too 
heavy. This ought to be dissipated 
from time to time by an intermittent 
winter drizzle. The old twisting 
streets should be dimly gas lit with 
a pale slightly yellowish light. The 
houses in the neighborhood are pri- 
vate, run down, but still genteel. 

One of these houses is called 
“Tether's End.” It is dank, musty, 
and combed with dark corridors.

Last on the list, in terms of glam- 
our, but one which is essentially the 
most significant of all is the direct 
use of radiation developed in a re- 
actor. Radioactive isotopes already 
are used for food sterilization, drug 
purification and the like. The meth- 
ods used do not transfer radioactivi- 
ty to the product, and they require 
no bulk processing other than ex- 
posure to radiation: hence they al- 
ready are coming into industrial use. 

For the ultimate benefit of man- 
kind, the most significant use of 
radioactive isotopes is in agricultural 
research. 

The projected increase in the 
world’s population, and the already- 
voiced fear that providing for the 
vast future populace will prove a 
major problem, points up the sig- 
nificance of this type of research.

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War Molded Her Into an Author 


At First Mabel Waln Smith Was Content to Lead Colorful Life; Now She Writes About It

“I NEVER INTENDED to 
write,” says Mabel Waln Smith. 
“I thought I’d let Nora have 
the stomach ulcers.” 

Thus while Nora Waln was 
writing successfully about her 
colorful life around the world, 
younger sister Mabel wax lead- 
ing a life equally coiorful but 
completely devoid of any desire 
to write about it. 

It was not until after 30 
months of living in a Japanese 
internment camp, a summer 
spent in the wilder regions of 
Mongolia, and the experience 
of being bombed out of her 
home by Chinese Communists, 
that Mabel Waln Smith felt she 
had to write about her life. 
She's been doing it successfully 
ever since. 

Since 1949, Mrs. Smith and 
her husband, a shipping line 
executive, have lived in Aus- 
tralia, but whenever she has 
occasion to come to. the 
United States, she visits at the 
Webster Groves home of heft 
brother, Robert J. Waln, credit 
man. This year, she has made 
use of the trip to take a 
side visit to Jamaica in 
search of material for another 
book, to confer with American 
publishers about United States 
publication of her books, and 
to entertain old friends with 
her accounts of her new life. 

“Here I would be just an- 
other wife,” she explains, “but 
in Australia, anyone with a 
clean handkerchief, white 
gloves, and a hat, is pressed 
into official service to swell 
the crowds to meet dignitaries, 
like the Nixons, when they stop 

over. I’m among the gals in 
the big wide hats who stand in 
line and say, ‘How do you do, 
it is nice to see you, let’s have 
a drink on the boat deck.’” 

Besides being an author and 
an official greeter, Mrs. Smith 
has become a radio commenta- 
tor, is soon to go on television, 
and is a regular contributor to 
the Australian magazine the 
Bulletin, all of which is far 
from the kind of life she in- 
tended for herself. 

Born into a Pennsylvania 
Quaker family of eight, Mabel 
Waln went to Swarthmore Col- 
lege, then took a trip around 
the world with an aunt. They 
visited China where her sister 
Nora was married to a British 
official stationed near Peking. 
Nora was later to write the 
best selling “House of Exile.” 
about her life there, and 
“Reaching for the Stars,” about 
her life in Nazi Germany 

Mabei Waln fell in love with 
China. 

“Quakers must have a seri- 
ous plan for life,” she wrote in 
her book, ‘Springtime in Shang- 
hai.” “I had none. I had been 
trained for nothing special. I 
only longed to live in China.” 

One day as she was lunch- 
ing at the country club, a 
stranger walked in and sat 
down. His ship was. anchored 
at Taku Bar, and his name was 
Frederick Smith. One look and 
Mabel Waln knew not only 
where she wanted to live but 
whom she wanted to marry. 


After their marriage they 
moved to Shanghai where she 
became adjusted to the fasci- 
nating variety of people, the 
novelty of Chinese domestic 
arrangements and social life. 
Into this peaceful life came 
Pearl Harbor. 


Plans were made to send 
United States citizens home 
but she refused to leave her 
British husband. They stayed 
in Shanghai, though his firm, 
ear, bank account, and all 
worldly possessions were tak- 
en over by the Japanese. 
Then they settled down to 
“living off the land,” with 
agmall ..vegetable garden, 
and prayed that they would 
be interned together. 


Before the second year of 
the war they were among 376 
persons taken into China’s in- 
terior, to a Japanese intern- 
ment camp on China’s Grand 
Canal. Then they were jammed 
onto a native ferry boat “like 
chickens in a crate,” and taken 
upstream to Yangchow. 

There they were interned in 
a Methodist hospital compound 
taken over by the Japanese. 
Their quarters looked hopeless, 
but she has written, “Human 
nature being what it is and the 
body more durable than one 
thinks, by the end of seven 
months, we internees at Yang- 
chow had dug wells, mended 
roofs, encouraged grass and 
flowers, made fresh clothes 
from bolts of ticking and 
sheeting.”

373 were skinny but very much 
alive and in good spirits. 

The Japanese took over their 
quarters again and moved them

We were all shapes, tem- 
peraments and colors, and from 
our midst came many a con- 
prs idea for our surviv- 
al.”’ 

Since every woman is a 
homemaker at heart, the women 
had smuggled in shawls, rugs, 
stone ikons, brass samovars, 
garlic and salami sausages. 
They had among them 3700 
books and enough bits and 
pieces to put together a short- 
wave radio. 

“I fell in with a crowd of 
artists and one of them said 
he’d teach me to draw,” she 
relates. “I learned to draw on 
toilet paper with a Japanese 
brush. Then we organized an 
amateur artists’ class. I was 
the decoy to get the models. 
Every model wanted to look 
twice as handsome as God 
made him and the artists 
wanted to paint them with 
muscles bulging and hair 
sprouting. My job was to sit 
and charm the models and pry 
out their life stories so we 
could write a sketch with each 
picture.” 


Despite their efforts to 
pass the time usefully, there 
were dark moments. One 
day she learned they were 
all to be exterminated. Only

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


SOME heating devices don’t 
work properly because there is 
not enough draft in the chim- 
ney and some don’t work prop- 
erly because there is just too 
much chimney draft 

Excessive draft can cause a 
fire to burn too rapidly, and 
sometimes the draft can be- 
come so strong that it actually 
pulls the fire out. Excessive 
draft is also wasteful for it 
means a lot of heat is being 
pulled out the chimney before 
it can do you any good. 

This problem of excessive 
chimney draft is one of the 
few problems in this world that 
is not only easily solved but 
where the solution is not going 
to cost you an arm and a leg. 

The solution is the installa- 
tion of a little device called an 
automatic draft regulator. 
These little devices sell for a 
few dollars and are installed 
into the smoke pipe that con- 
nects the heater to the chim- 
ney. 

The regulator is so designed 
that when properly installed 
and adjusted, it prevents the 
fire from being affected by the 
excessive chimney draft. This is 
accomplished by a little door 
on the regulator that opens up 
when the chimney draft be- 
comes too strong. When the 
door opens, it allows air from 
the heated room to be pulled 
into the chimney rather than 
air from the fire. When the 
chimney draft decreases its 
strength, the door closes up al- 
lowing the draft to be pulled 
through the fire. 

When properly adjusted the 
regulator will provide the fire 
with a more or less constant 
draft regardless of outside con- 
siderations and this makes for 
a better and more economical 
fire.

The dominant figure in 
the realm of English-speak- 
ing actors is Britain’s Sir 
Laurence Olivier. His per- 
formances are the standard 
by which others are judged. 
Olivier recently returned to 
Hollywood after an _ eight- 
year absence. Columnist Bob 
Thomas has taken advantage 
of the visit to produce this 
report on the star, his ca- 
reer and his opinions.

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 27 (AP). 


HE WAS DROPPED by 
David Selznick when he re- 
fused a pay cut. Greta Garbo 
fired him as her leading man. 
Now he’s back in the Holly- 
wood which acclaims him as 
the world’s greatest living ac- 
tor. 

Sir Laurence Olivier would 
doubtless scoff at the billing. 
He steadfastly refuses to be 
pompous. Even the “Sir” seems 
out of place, and his co-work- 
ers soon start calling him 
Larry. 

The British actor is here to 
play in “Spartacus,” his first 
Hollywood film in eight years 
and only his second since be- 
fore the war. The cream of 
filmland society—and some of 
the skim milk—turned out for 
a reception to pay him hom- 
age. Olivier survived the four- 
hour ordeal, Later on, he re- 
flected on the days when his 
reception here was not so cor- 
dial. 

“I first came here for a con- 
tract at RKO in 1931,” he 
mused. “The business was in 
terrible shape and we had sev- 
eral. changes. in management. 

“Then David Selznick be- 
came head of the studio. He 
made some fine pictures. He 
also made some fine pay cuts. 
I refused to take one and was 
summarily dropped. I went 
back to England.” 

He returned to play oppo- 
site Greta Garbo in “Queen 
Christina.” He was abruptly 
replaced by John Gilbert. The 
legend is that Garbo wanted a 
comeback for her old flame 
Gilbert, the silent star who 
had been laughed out of talk- 
ies because his voice didn’t 
fit his appearance. 

“The truth is that she fired 
me,” Olivier said. “And I must 
say that she was absolutely 
right. I was 23 or 24 at the 
time, and I simply wasn’t up 
to it. I went back to England 
again.” 

His failure to click in Hol- 
lywood during this period was 
partly due to his resemblance 
to the reigning favorite, Ron- 
ald Colman. 

“It was my own fault,” he 
admitted. “It started when I 
played Colman’s part in ‘Beau 
Geste’ on the London stage. 
I adopted a silly little clipped 
mustache and I even sounded 
like Ronnie. No wonder they 
didn’t want me.” 

Meanwhile he was learning 
his craft on the stage and in 
pictures in England. When 
Hollywood called the third 
time, he was ready. He came 
back to make the classic 
“Wuthering Heights.” He fol- 


lowed with “Rebecca,” “Pride 
and Prejudice” and “That 
Hamilton Woman,” then re- 


- turned to England during the 


war. 
Fifteen years ago he direct- 
ed and starred in “Henry V,” 
first of the Shakespearian 
films that were to place him 
at the top of the acting world. 
He returned for only one film 
here, “Sister Carrie,” which 
was not a success. 

Why has he stayed away? 

“Just an accident,” he said. 
“When pictures came up that 
I wanted to do, I was tied up 
with other things. I almost did 
‘Separate Tables’ last year, but 
we ran into disagreements. It’s 
better to pull out early in the 


_game than wait until it’s too 


late.”

Although West’s trump king 
could not be picked up by a 
finesse, South managed to cap- 
ture it, anyway. He set up a 
two-card ending in whieh 
East, endplayed, had to lead a 
card which would smother 
his partner’s king in a ruff- 
overruff situation, West with 
two trumps had to underruff 
declarer and next lose his king 
to dummy’s lone ace, or he 
had to overruff declarer and 
lose his king at once to North’s 
spade ace. 
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OLIVIER as the royal warrior in the movie version of 
Shakespeare's ‘Henry Y." 


As Hamlet, OLIVIER won an Oscar. 


Hollywood may see more of 
him. He seems inclined to per- 
form strictly as actor and give 
up producing and directing. He 
was disheartened over collapse 
of his proposed “Macbeth.” 

Fifteen years ago, Olivier 
began an ambitious long-range 
program of bringing the best 
of Shakespeare to the: audi- 
ences of the world. 


“I determined to bring them 


along gently,” he remarks. 
First I did ‘Henry V’ which 
was a surefire story for the 
movies. Then came ‘Hamlet,’ 
which was a little more diffi- 
cult. But I made it easy for 
them, really, by simplifying 


things and attaching an intro- 
duction to it 

“Then with ‘Richard III’ I 
figured they were ready for a 
real story with wonderful char- 
acters.” 

“Henry V” won a _ special 
Academy Award, “Hamlet” an 
Oscar for best picture of 1948 
and one for Olivier as best 
actor. Both made money over 
the long haul. “Richard III” 
did not, and Olivier places the 
blame on TY. 

It was released in England 
when the box office was taking 
a nosedive because. of the rise 
of TV. “The Teddy boys loved 
it,” Olivier added, referring to 
the London ruffians who rev- 
eled in the film's violence. 


The picture failed in this 
country because of an unusual 
— and disastrous — circum- 
stance: It was released first as 
a TV spectacular. 


“IT pleaded with the backers 
not to do it,” the producer-di- 
rector-star said. “They claimed 
people would be stimulated by 
the TV showing to see it on a 
big screen and in color. The 
money was too tempting for 
them—$600,000. Because they 
had no distribution or adver- 
tising costs, that was the equiv- 
alen. of $2,000,000 in theater 
returns. 

“But I knew it would ruin the 
theater business. The show was 
three hours ‘with commercials 
and few could sit through that. 
We couldn’t possibly survive 
such a bad reaction.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Assessing Mikoyan’s Visit 
EVANSTON, Ill, Jan. 27. 


SINCE DEPUTY PREMIER ANASTAS I. MIKOYAN 
of the Soviet Union left our shores, I have been trying to 
assess what was helpful and what was not in his two-week 
visit. 

The mere fact that he came fo the United States was 
to me a sign the Soviets are anxious to show their friend- 


liness. The fact that they sent Mr. Mikoyan shows they are | 


almost as oblivious to the reactions of people of the United 
States as we often are in our understanding of the way 
the Soviets feel. 


For instance, the only active demonstrations against Mr. 
Mikoyan in this country were staged by Hungarians, most 
of whom were refugees from their ill-fated revolution. 


In the Soviet Union visitors are told this revo- 
lution was not representative of the people of 
Hungary but that it was waged by a mere few 
Fascists who, supported by the United States, were 
trying to return to the old, pre-Soviet form of gov- 
ernment, which the mass of, people did not want. 


We in the United States believe, however, that this was 
no Fascist uprising, but an expression of the genuine de- 
sire of the people of Hungary to have greater democratic 
freedom. So, many of the people in this country are op- 
posed to Mr. Mikoyan because he was a member of the 
Soviet Government that ruthlessly put down the revolu- 
tion. 


seem that the Soviets Must have been supporting a minor- 
ity government. 


The fact that Americans generally did not 
demonstrate against Mr. Mikoyan showed, I think, 
their feeling that any guest in this country must 
be kept safe and received courteously. It did not, 
however, indicate approval of Mr, Mikoyan’s part 
in suppression of the Hungarian revolt. 


Sincevshe traveled through this country, I hope he was 
convinced that no one was putting on a show for him. He 
saw conditions as they really were, and this, therefore, 
must have been educational and had much -value. 


We do not want war, and we would like to under- | 
stand the Russian people, to have them understand us, and | 


to lessen the tension that now exists between the two coun- 
tries. 

But that does not mean that our memories are short, 
The Soviet leaders must never forget that we bear in mind 
past pronouncements. 

For instance, in 1927 Mr. Manuilski from the Ukraine, 
in speaking at the International Institute of Higher Educa- 
tion in Moscow where foreign service personnel is trained, 
said: 


“Today we are too weak to attack, but our 
time will come in about 30 years. Then we will put 
on the greatest peace campaign that the world has 
ever known. We will make electrifying concessions 
and the stupid and decadent capitalist nations of 
the West will let down their guard; then, with our 
closed fist, we wili destroy them.” 


Now, of course, one Soviet official does not speak for 
the entire government any more than does one United 
States official’s position represent that of the whole coun- 
try. But when you put these remarks in line with some 
not long ago by Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev himself, 
they give you pause. 

You'then realize peace must come because you are 
strong and your defenses are great. No nation must ever 
be permitted tg believe it is stronger militarily than we 
are. We must keep a balance and disarm jointly—never 
alone. A

He’s ChessChamp, |~ 
But Still Just a Boy

INTERNATION nim 1608 d- 
master of chess Robert J. 
Fischer asked that presentation 
of his second consecutive 
United States championship 
cup be delayed briefly. 

The presentation would have 
conflicted with his preparations 
for midyear examinations at 
Erasmus High School, where 
15-year-old Fischer is in his 
junior year. 

Bobby Fischer, said to be the 
youngest international grand- 
master in the history of chess, 
won't slight his school work. 

“If I had a lot of money, I'd 
like to play in chess tourna- 
ments (and nothing else). But 
you can’t make a living in 
chess,” he says. 

His prize as American champ 
was $600. It took the combined 
efforts of a television show, 
wealthy chess patrons, the 
United States Department and 
the Soviet Government to get 
him to Europe for big matches 
last year. 

And the fact that Bobby— 
away from the chess board—is 
just a typical, big, clumsy, shy, 
self-centered teen-aged kid 
from Brooklyn has cooled the 
ardor of would-be patrons more 
than once. 

But the champ playing chess 
is another story. He held his 
own with some of the world’s 
best at the interzonal tourney 
last summer at Portoroz, Yugo- 
Slavia. 

“Little Bobby,” as enthusi- 
astic Yugoslav fans dubbed him. 
won the right to return in 
September 1959 for eight-man 
playoffs. 

The 1938 winner takes on 
world champion Mikhail Bot- 
vinnik of Russia in 1960. 

If by some combination of 
wizardry and good luck, a teen- 
age American beats the Soviet 
world champion, the repercus- 
sions could be awesome. 

In contrast to the United 
States which ignores chess, and 
kids its experts, the Soviets 
teach the game in school. Rus- 
sian champs are pampered, 
given soft jobs and movie-star 
treatment. 

But like competing with the 
Russians in sputniks and lun- 
iks, polishing up Bobby Fischer 
will not be easy. 

The _ six-foot, Chicago-born 
chess genius wishes the public 
would please go away. He may 
be the first boy his age in his- 
tory to deliberately repel the 
advances of would-be biogra- 
phers from Reader’s Digest and 
the Saturday Evening Post, 

Bobby contends the press 
aims to use him in a conspir- 
acy “to make chess players 
look like funny people.” 

Actually, he looks like the 
boy down the block, favoring 
bright flannel shirts, never a 
tie, corduroy slacks, unshined 
shoes, crewcut brown _ hair 
needing a trim—even on an 
evening trip to a chess club in 
Manhattan. 


Bobby handles himself like a | 


basketball player, long-limbed 


and loose-jointed, dropping a | 
chess piece into place in a fast | 


game of “rapid transit” (10 
seconds a move) or “blitz” (no 
pauses at all). 

He likes sports. Some New 
York reporters have shined up 
to him by taking him to hockey 
games or. hitting tennis balls

with him. A ski pro traded 
ski lessons for chess lessons 
with Bobby. 

At Erasmus High, he studied 
Russian to use in Moscow, “I'm 
pretty good at Spanish, and I 
like science, astronomy most of 
all,” he says. 

Born March 12, 1943, Bobby 
loved puzzles as a baby, ac- 
cording to his mother, Mrs. 
Regina Fischer, a nurse. His 
parents were divorced when 
he was 2. 

His sister taught him chess 
when he was 6. In fourth grade 
he won a scholarship to a 
Brooklyn s¢thool where his 
chess was encouraged, 

At the Brooklyn Chess Club, 
president Carmine Nigro 
“helped me more than any- 
body,” Bobby recalls. By the 
time he was 12, he was taking 
on big-timers at the Manhat- 
tan and Marshall Chess Clubs. 

He was 14 when he beat 
famed Samuel Reshevsky, then 
46, for the United States 
ehampionship the first time. 
Repeating the feat a second 
year sealed Bobby's achieve- 
ment. It couldn’t be “luck” 
twice. 

Short on friends his own age, 
Bobby spends most of his aft- 
er school hours studying books 
on chess (which he remembers 
practically totally) and playing 
the game with adults. 

Winning chess demands ath- 
lete-type training, boning up 
on opponents’ past games, plan- 
ing strategy. That plus school- 
work puts a heavy strain on 
Bobby's time. 

For those who dare hope to 
checkmate the young cham- 
pion, or others just interested 
in how he does it, book pub- 
lishers Simon & Schuster are 
bringing out “Bobby Fischer's 
Games of Chess.” 

Nearing 16, surrounded by 
chess glory, Bobby is beginning 
to notice the world now and 
then. “The other night he
